by emigrations from France, it will be 
compofed of that clafs of the people, 
which not only could fupport themfelves 
in France, but befides, increafe the nation- 
al riches by their indufiry. For Franee is 
not overburdened by her population, and 
confequently every emigration will form 
a vacuum fomewhere, or abandon fome 
ufeful branch, which will no longer be 
carried on. The emigrant carries away 
with him a pertion of the general good, in 
the mafs of the produ€tive labour of the 
mother country ; healfo carries away with 
him a portion of the capital, for he never 
goes with empty hands.””, 


This reafoning applies with more than 
treble force, in expofing the injurious and 
tatal confequences of large emigrations 
from the Eaftern and Middle States of the 
Union. lready bmave they felt the mif- 
chiefs of fueh emigrations. Immenfe mul. 
titudes have already emigrated toward the 
waters of the Mifliflippi and the Ohio.— 

Imoft every man among thofe multitudes 
took off money with him ; and fome of 
them large jums. Their capitals are want- 
ed at home ; and the aggregate mafs of 
their produétive induftry is wanted fill 
more. Labourers are fcarcer even than 
money ; farming labour is now dearer 
than it was in times paft, when money was 
much plentier, and Jand-produce much 
| higher. This has operated as a heavy dif- 
couragement upon agriculture. I am 
credibly informed that, even in Conneét- 
icut, there are farms, which, this very 
year, lie entirely or almoft uncultivated 
for want of Jabourers : indeed it is a faét, 
that at the prefent rates of land-produce 
and of labour, the produce of a middling 
tarm would but little more than pay for 
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—, 





the work, which neceffity requires to be 
dene upon it. This great and ferious evil 
would be much increafed by fettling Lou- 
ifiana. It would open frefh draius upon 
the inhabitants of the old States. The 
rage of emigration from the Eaft toward 
the Weftern waters had begun to fub- 
fide ; but attempts to fettle Louifiana 
would revive it and carry it toa greater ex- 
tent than ever. Louifiana fold by gov- 
ernment to companies of land-jobbers, 
would roufe to aétion freth hots of fpecus 
lators. Every cunning and every feduc- 
tive art would be ufed to allure men from 
home and to win their money. The ex- 
emption from taxes, the mildnefs of the 
climate, the cheapnefs and richnefs of the 
lands, together with other favourable cir- 
cumftances, would be painted in glaring 
colours. That region would be reprefent- 
ed as the garden ot America, as poffefling 
the charms of Eden: fuch exertions ef 
cunning f{peculators, traverfing the whole 
country to fell their lands, could not fail 
} of fucceeding. Enterprizing young men 
would emigrate to a country, that fhould

To which he received a written 
aniwer, figned by N. Balfour, acknow- 
ledging, ‘that it took place by the joint 
order @f Lord Rawdon and hunfelt, but 
in confequence of the moft exprels disec- 
tion lrom Lord Cornvweilis, to pat to 
death thofe who fhould be tound in arms, 
after being at their own requeits received 
as fubjeéts fice the capitulation ot Charlef- 
ton, and the clear conqueft of the prov. 
ince inthe fummer of 1780.” 
The regular officers of the continental 
army preiented a petition to General 
Greere, requeflimg that he would retali- 
;ate for the execution of Col. Hayne. 
By this they volumtarialy fubjcéted them- 
leives to all the confequences to which,sin 
cafe ot capture, they wow!ld be expofed. 
General Greene {con a!ter ifflued a procia- 
mation, threatening to make Britilh ofh- 
ers the cbhyeét of ret2hation. This ems 
couraged the sevolied mhabitants to con. 
tinue in arms, and eflaced every unpreffion 
that was expcéied from the fate of Cel. 
Hayne. The Britith interefi gained no 
permanent advantage, while pity and re- 
venge fharpened the fwords cf the coun- 
trymen and friends of the much loved 
fufferer.
